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Advisory Committee Update

Advanced Practice Nursing Advisory Committee
The Advanced Practice 
Nursing Advisory Com-
mittee (APNAC) met 
on March 3, 2022. The 
APNAC began work on 
its charge to review 
the Texas Board of 
Nursing' (Board) rules 
and make recommen-
dations regarding rule 
revisions related to 
an advanced practice 
registered nurse’s 
(APRN’s) scope of 
practice. The APNAC 

will meet again to continue this work in addition to making recommendations for 
the creation of related guidance documents for APRNs, such as guidelines, frequent-
ly asked questions, or position statements. The 
APNAC also voted unanimously to elect James R. 
Walker, DNP, CRNA, FNAP, FAAN, to serve as the 
committee chair. The date for the next meeting has 
yet to be determined. Information will be available 
on the Board’s website once the meeting date and 

location are set.

In the December 24, 2021, edition of the 
Texas Register: 

The Board of Nursing (BON or Board) pro-
posed amendments to §223.1, relating to 
Fees. The General Appropriations Act, 87th 
Regular Legislative Session, passed a budget 
for the Board for the 2022 - 2023 bienni-
um. Specifically, in Article VIII, Section 2, it 
limits the Board appropriation to revenue 
collections. The Board anticipates a revenue 
surplus for the 2022 - 2023 biennium and 
proposes to reduce fees to limit revenue 
collection to align with the approved budget. 
The proposed amendment is necessary to 
meet the budgetary requirements of the 
legislature. Proposed amended §223.1(a)(1) 
decreases the examination fee for vocational 
and registered nurse applicants from $75 to 
$50.  Amended §223.1(a)(1) was effective 
February 14, 2022, following publication as 
adopted in the February 11, 2022, edition of 
the Texas Register. 

In the January 7, 2022, edition of the Texas 
Register: 

The BON proposed amendments to 22 Texas 
Administrative Code §213.10, relating to 
Notice and Service.  The Texas Nurse Portal 
(Portal), which was launched by the Board 
on June 15, 2020, is a paperless, confidential, 
and secure system that allows individuals 
to apply for nurse licensure by examination 
and endorsement and renew their licenses. 
The use of the Portal has moved the Board 
toward a paperless workflow in the Board’s 
offices and allows the Board to communi-
cate with applicants and licensees directly 
through the Portal. This online communica-
tion is often more efficient and reliable than 
more traditional methods, such as certified, 
registered, or first-class mail. The proposed 
amendments add the Portal as a new avenue 
to provide notice to applicants and licensees 
in circumstances where state law does not 
specifically require notice to be sent via first 
class, registered, or certified mail. In those 

cases, Board notice will continue to be given as 
specified in existing subsections (a) - (e) of the 
rule. Notices sent via the Portal may include 
mandatory notices required by the Nursing 
Practice Act and the Nurse Licensure Compact 
for multistate privilege licensure, as well as 
courtesy notices and routine communication 
provided by the Board. Further, the Board 
has already adopted rules incorporating the 
use of the Portal into its communication with 
applicants and licensees as it relates to the 
change of an applicant or licensee’s name and/
or address (Texas Register, 46 TexReg 555). The 
proposed amendments are consistent with the 
Board’s uniform transition to a more efficient 
online licensure system.  

The Board also proposed amendments to 22 
Texas Administrative Code §217.5, relating to 
Temporary License and Endorsement.  House 
Bill (HB) 139, enacted during the 87th Regular 
Legislative Session, requires a state agency 
that issues a license that has a residency re-
quirement for license eligibility to adopt rules 
regarding the documentation necessary for a 
military spouse applicant to establish resi-
dency, including by providing to the agency a 
copy of the permanent change of station order 
for the military service member to whom the 
spouse is married. Current Board Rule 217.5(h) 
includes in its eligibility requirements for a 
military spouse applicant proof of residency 
in Texas. However, proof of residency in Texas 
is not necessary for the issuance of single 
state licensure for these applicants. A military 
spouse applicant wishing to obtain a multistate 
license under the Nurse Licensure Compact 
must declare Texas as his/her home state on 
the application and submit proof of residency 
required under the Occupations Code Chapter 
304 and related compact rules. However, a mil-
itary spouse applicant is not required to obtain 
a multistate license to practice nursing in the 
State of Texas; a military spouse applicant may 
practice nursing in Texas by obtaining a single 
state license, which does not require proof 
of residency. In an effort to conform to the 
requirements of HB 139, remove any unnec-

essary impediments to single state licensure 
in Texas for military spouse applicants, and 
clarify the applicability of the existing rule, 
the proposed amendment eliminates the 
language in subsection (h)(1)(B) relating to 
proof of residency.

The BON also proposed amendments to 
§228.1, relating to Standards of Practice. In 
April 2018, and in accordance with the Gov-
ernment Code §2001.039, the Board filed a 
notice of intention to review and consider for 
re-adoption, re-adoption with amendments, 
or repeal, §228.1 contained in Title 22, Part 
11, of the Texas Administrative Code, pursu-
ant to the 2015 rule review plan adopted by 
the Board at its July 2015 meeting. The pro-
posed rule review was published in the Texas 
Register on April 6, 2018, (43 TexReg 2167) 
for public comment. Written comments were 
received from the APRN Alliance (Alliance). 
The Board considered the written comments 
at its July 2018 meeting and charged the 
Board’s Advanced Practice Nursing Adviso-
ry Committee (APNAC) with reviewing the 
written comments and making recommen-
dations to the Board regarding amendments 
to §228.1. The APNAC met on December 
10, 2018, to consider the Board’s charge. At 
its October 2021 Board meeting, the Board 
considered the Alliance’s written comments; 
the APNAC’s recommendations regarding 
amendments to §228.1; and Board Staff’s 
recommendations regarding amendments to 
the rule. The Board decided to make some, 
but not all, of the Alliance’s suggested chang-
es to the rule. The Board re-adopted §228.1 
without changes in the November 26, 2021, 
edition of the Texas Register to complete 
the outstanding rule review and is now 
proposing amendments to §228.1 to address 
some of the Alliance's written comments in 
a separate proposal.  The earliest possible 
date of adoption for proposed amendments 
to §213.10, §217.5, and §228.1 was February 
6, 2022.

The Texas Board of Nursing (Board 
or BON) Position Statements are 
reviewed annually to determine 
if updates are required related 
to changes in national practice 
trends. Board Staff keep apprised 
of changes in practice nationally 
through evidence-based practice 
developments, guidelines, and reg-
ulatory changes. Below is an over-
view of the 10 Position Statements 
in which changes were adopted by 
the Board at the January 20, 2022 
Board Meeting, three of which had 
substantive changes. 

Non-substantive:

Position Statement 15.1, Nurses 
Carrying out Orders from Physician 
Assistants, includes non-substan-
tive changes that reflect an update 
to the references.  The references 
now include the Nursing Practice 
Act (NPA) Section §301.002(5), or 
the definition of vocational nurs-
ing.  Historically, this Position State-
ment has only included Section 
§301.002(2), which refers to the 
definition of professional nursing, 
or nursing at the registered nurse 
(RN) level of licensure.  This does 
not alter the meaning, intent, or use 
of the Position Statement; however, 
it provides clarification to licensed 
vocational nurses (LVNs) that this 
Position Statement includes the 
LVN level of licensure as well.

Position Statement 15.3, LVNs 
Engaging in Intravenous Thera-
py, Venipuncture, or Peripherally 
Inserted Central Catheter (PICC) 
Lines, has been updated to reflect 

non-substantive changes consistent 
with the National Council of State 
Boards of Nursing’s (NCSBN) Model 
Rules and edits to references that 
are cited within the Position State-
ment.  In August 2021, NCSBN vot-
ed to amend model rules at their 
Delegate Assembly, which included 
a modernization of the concept of 
nursing diagnosis to patient diagno-
sis.  This is consistent with chang-
es in literature and a shift toward 
the nurse’s contributory role in the 
overall patient diagnosis in collab-
oration with the healthcare team.  
This does not amend the intent or 
purpose of this Position Statement, 
yet keeps the Position Statement 
consistent with current trends in 
nursing education and practice. 
Additionally, since the resources of 
other state boards of nursing are 
cited in the references, these refer-
ences were updated to reflect each 
state’s most current position on 
this topic. Staff’s review of the up-
dated references confirmed there 
were no changes inconsistent with 
the current content of this Position 
Statement. 

Position Statement 15.5, Nurses 
with Responsibility for Initiating 
Physician Standing Orders, discuss-
es the concepts of standing del-
egation orders, standing medical 
orders, and protocols, to provide 
clarification to nurses in the use 
of physician standing orders. The 
non-substantive changes further 
clarify that standing delegation or-
ders and standing medical orders, 

per the Texas Medical Board (TMB) 
rules do not allow any provider, 
other than a physician, to issue 
these types of standing orders.

Position Statement 15.7, The Role 
of LVNs & RNs in Management and/
or Administration of Medications 
via Epidural or Intrathecal Catheter 
Routes, includes non-substantive 
changes that reflect the update in 
title of an organization and edits 
for consistency to the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration’s (FDA) 
communications referenced in the 
Position Statement. The American 
Association of Nurse Anesthetists 
has recently changed their title 
to American Association of Nurse 
Anesthesiology; therefore, the Po-
sition Statement was updated to 
reflect this change.  Additionally, 
the FDA has updated their safety 
communication to now be that of a 
news release. 

Position Statement 15.8, Role of 
the Nurse in Moderate Sedation, 
like Position Statement 15.7, has 
non-substantive updates that re-
flect the change in title by The 
American Association of Nurse 
Anesthetists to their new name of 
American Association of Nurse An-
esthesiology.

Position Statement 15.10, Con-
tinuing Education: Limitations for 
Expanding Scope of Practice, in-
cludes non-substantive changes to 
acknowledge the revisions made to 
the Differentiated Essential Com-
petencies (DECs) of Graduates of

Texas Nursing Programs Evidenced 
by Knowledge, Clinical Judgments, 
and Behaviors in January 2021.  
The DECs Work Group updated the 
DECs in November 2020 in consid-
eration of current trends in nursing 
education, practice, and regulation; 
these were adopted by the Board 
in January 2021. The DECs are ref-
erenced in this Position Statement. 

Position Statement 15.11, Delegat-
ed Medical Acts, has a non-substan-
tive change to clarify that advance 
practice registered nurses (APRNs) 
cannot delegate medical aspects of 
care that are delegated to them by 
a physician, and they cannot create 
standing delegation orders for oth-
ers.  However, APRNs may delegate 
nursing tasks in the capacity of a 
registered nurse consistent with 
Delegation Chapters 224 and 225, 
as appropriate. 

Substantive:

Position Statement 15.25, Adminis-
tration of Medication & Treatments 
by LVNs, has improvements that are 

substantive in nature.  Within this 
Position Statement are knowledge 
and clinical judgements/behav-
iors related to the administration 
of medications by LVNs, that are 
found within the DECs.  Since re-
visions were made to the DECs in 
January 2021, these changes reflect 
the updates to the knowledge and 
clinical judgments/behaviors asso-
ciated with the administration of 
medications at the vocational nurse 
educational preparation. 

Position Statement 15.27, The Li-
censed Vocational Nurse Scope of 
Practice, includes substantive mod-
ifications that align with current 
trends in nursing education, prac-
tice, and regulation at the LVN level 
of licensure.  The changes include 
reference to the updated DECs, 
grammatical changes to clarify ex-
pression, and the modernization of 
the concept of nursing diagnosis to 
be replaced with the nurse’s contri-
bution to the patient diagnosis in 
collaboration with the healthcare 
team. 

Position Statement 15.28, The Reg-
istered Nurse Scope of Practice, 
includes substantive amendments 
that align current trends in nurs-
ing education, practice, and regu-
lation at the RN level of licensure.  
The changes include reference to 
the updated DECs, grammatical 
changes to clarify expression, and 
the modernization of the concept 
of nursing diagnosis to be replaced 
with the nurse’s contribution to the 
patient diagnosis in collaboration 
with the healthcare team. 

As a reminder, Board Position 
Statements do not have the force 
of law, but are a means of provid-
ing direction to nurses on issues 
of concern to the Board relevant 
to protection of the public. Board 
Position Statements can be ac-
cessed, along with an explanatory 
video of the 2022 Position State-
ment updates, on the BON website 
under the heading Practice then 
BON Position Statements.

MAKESHA MECHAN THOMAS

On or about February 9, 2021, to April 14, 2021, Makesha Mechan Thomas obtained em-
ployment and practiced as a registered nurse (RN) at a hospice facility in Tomball, Texas, by 
presenting fraudulent credentials. During this time, Makesha Mechan Thomas represented 
herself as a nurse, provided direct patient care, and acted as an administrator. Makesha 
Mechan Thomas presented a Baccalaureate Degree in Nursing from a college in Arizona 
which had been rescinded in 2017 due to fraudulent transcripts submitted for transfer cred-
its, and in October 2019, Makesha Mechan Thomas’s license to practice professional nurs-
ing in the State of Wisconsin was revoked. The Board’s investigation revealed that Makesha 
Mechan Thomas did not and does not currently possess a license or privilege to practice 
nursing in the State of Texas. This case has been referred to the Harris County District Attor-
ney’s Office for prosecution.

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What You Need to Know: 
Federal/Military Nurses and Spouses

Federal, Veterans Administration, Military and Indian Health Services Nurses
The Nurse Licensure Compact (NLC) allows a nurse (registered nurses [RNs] and licensed practical/vocational nurses [LPN/VNs]) 
to have one multistate license in the primary state of residence (the home state) and to practice in other compact states (remote 
states), while subject to each state’s practice laws. Advanced practice registered nurses (APRNs) are not included in the NLC.

Based on federal supremacy, nurses in this category are exempt from licensure in the state of practice when they hold an active 
nurse license in any state. This exemption does not apply when a nurse is practicing in a civilian facility in a non-federal role. In 
this case, the nurse will need to hold appropriate licensure in the state of practice. 

Although federal supremacy exempts a nurse from holding a license in the state of practice when they hold an active nurse 
license in any state, this pertains to a single state license. If a nurse in this category wishes to hold a multistate license, the nurse 
must have legal residency in an NLC state. Such nurses may utilize military form 2058 as proof of legal residency. This residency 
requirement only pertains to the multistate license and not to the single state license.

A nurse working in a remote NLC state in federal/military facility may practice on single state license issued by the remote NLC 
state and is not required to obtain a multistate license from the home NLC state.

A nurse employed by the federal government holding a multistate license in the primary state of residence shall not hold an 
additional single state license in any remote NLC state. This is because the multistate license provides the authority for the nurse 
to practice in all NLC states.

Military Spouses who are Nurses
Maintaining or changing a primary state of legal residency is at the discretion of the nurse. Should a nurse maintain legal 
residency in a NLC state and hold a multistate license and the military family is stationed in other NLC states, the nurse may 
practice under the home state multistate license in the other NLC states without obtaining additional licensure in those states.

Example Scenario
Mary Smith is a military spouse with primary state of legal residency in Florida (an NLC state). Mary holds a Florida multistate 
license. The Smith family is a military family and has been stationed in Virginia (an NLC state) for 2 years. Mary is able to practice 
in Virginia under the Florida multistate license as long as she maintains legal residency in Florida during her time in Virginia. 
Therefore, Mary does not need to apply for a Virginia license. After living in Virginia, Mary’s family is ordered to a base in Texas 
(an NLC state) for several years. Similarly, Mary is able to practice in Texas under the Florida multistate license while maintaining 
Florida as her state of legal residency. If Mary’s family were to be stationed in a non-compact state, then she would need to hold 
a license issued by that state or apply for license by endorsement with that state. This assumes that, as a spouse, Mary is not 
working in a federal capacity. Nevertheless, while her family is temporarily stationed in this non-compact state, she may choose to 
continue to maintain Florida as her legal state of residency.

A Call to Graduate Nursing Programs:  NCSBN’s 
International Center for Regulatory Scholarship 
(ICRS) Seeking Academic Partnerships

On February 1, 2022, Vermont joined 35 other states that have implemented the Nurse Licensure Compact (NLC). The 
NLC allows registered nurses (RNs) and licensed vocational nurses (LVNs), whose primary state of residence is in an NLC 
state, to hold one multistate license, with the authority to practice in person or via telehealth, in both their home state 
and other NLC states.

Shiela Boni, MSN, RN, executive officer, Vermont State Board of Nursing, states, “We are thrilled to partner with the 
other compact states in our shared mission to protect public safety while providing mobility to Vermont nurses, as well as 
nurses across the nation, who are seeking the lifestyle and collaborative practice environment that Vermont offers.”

Key points for nurses residing in other NLC states:

As of February 1, 2022, nurses residing in other NLC states who hold a multistate license may start to practice in Vermont 
under their existing license. 

As of the same date, nurses holding a multistate license in another NLC state in which they reside, may stop renewing a 
Vermont license, if they currently hold one.

The NLC allows for greater nurse mobility, public protection, and access to care. It enables nurses to provide telehealth 
nursing services to patients located in other NLC states without having to obtain additional licenses. In the event of a 
public health emergency, nurses from multiple states can easily respond to supply vital services in other NLC states. 
Primary care nurses, nurse case managers, transport nurses, school nurses, and home health and hospice nurses, among 
many others, need to routinely cross state boundaries to provide the public with access to nursing services, and a multi-
state license facilitates this process.

Licensure requirements are uniform across NLC states, so nurses who are issued a multistate license have met the same 
requirements, which include a federal and state criminal background check.

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Safe Harbor Nursing Peer Review - A New Resource for Nurses

Safe Harbor Nursing Peer Review 
(SHNPR) is a protection avail-
able for nurses in Texas.  SHNPR 
knowledge is vital for nurses in all 
practice settings. The Texas Board 
of Nursing (BON) in January 2020, 
became aware of a knowledge gap 
on peer review of nurses working 
in long-term care facilities (LTCFs)
(Benbow, 2020). Nurses in LTCFs 
take care of a vulnerable popula-
tion with the majority being elderly 
(McMichael et al., 2020). LTCFs 
are often under-resourced, putting 
nurses at higher risk of receiving 
workloads that potentially affect 
patient care and patient safety. 

The recent COVID-19 pandemic 
and the Texas ice storm of Feb-
ruary 2021 heightened the need 
to bridge the SHNPR knowledge 
gap. The overwhelming influx of 
patients to health care institutions 
increased the risk of nurses prac-
ticing in compromising situations. 

To address the knowledge gap, a 
project was developed to create a 
SHNPR resource that would assist 
nurses on the topic of SHNPR and 
safe harbor invocation decisions. 

The SHNPR resource is in align-
ment with Nursing Peer Review 
(NPR) law §303.005 and Board 
Rule 217.20 related to SHNPR. The 
tool consists of a six-page trifold 
pamphlet and includes pertinent 
information on SHNPR and three 
decision trees on: (1) invoking safe 
harbor and accepting an assign-
ment, (2) invoking safe harbor and 
refusing an assignment, and (3) 
requested conduct.  

The completed resource was eval-
uated using the electronic version 
of the GuideLine Implementabil-
ity Appraisal (e-GLIA) evaluation 
tool developed by Yale University. 
There were 16 prospective evalua-

tors and nine gave feedback. Of the 
nine, six were BON content experts 
and three were long term care 
nurses. The e-GLIA tool was used 
to evaluate the resource for its 
clarity, credibility, executability, de-
cidability, validity, implementabil-
ity, and applicability. The SHNPR 
resource tool was presented to the 
BON at its January 2022 quarterly 
Board meeting. The resource is 
now available for official use for all 
nurses. The resource is available on 
the BON website at:

The SHNPR resource was devel-
oped through a clinical rotation 
at the BON as a scholarly practice 
project for a Doctor of Nursing 
Practice degree. The resource can 
be used to assist in safe harbor 
invocations and in bridging the 
SHNPR knowledge gap in nurses 
working in LTCFs.

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Among the many questions Texas 
Board of Nursing (Board) Staff receive 
are those related to a nurse’s duty to 
report another nurse to the Board or 
the Nursing Peer Review Committee 
(NPRC) when there are patient safety 
concerns. Unfortunately, Board Staff 
cannot make a determination regard-
ing a violation of the Nursing Practice 
Act (NPA) and/or Board Rules via 
phone or e-mail. Such a determination 
requires a complaint driven investiga-
tion by the Board or when applicable, 
the NPRC.

The NPA lists certain individuals and 
entities who are ‘mandatory report-
ers’ by law. These mandatory report-
ers include:  nurses, NPRCs, nursing 
education programs, employers, 
professional associations/organiza-
tions, state agencies, liability insurers, 
prosecuting attorneys, and peer assis-
tance programs.  Nurses are specified 
as ‘mandatory reporters’ under NPA 
Section 301.402. It should be clarified 
that a nurse’s duty to comply with 
mandatory reporting requirements is 
a licensure requirement that is sepa-
rate from that of an employer’s duty 
to report.  Specifically, this section, 
Mandatory Report by Nurse, sets forth 
that a nurse shall report to the Board 
in the manner prescribed by the NPA 
if the nurse has reasonable cause to 
suspect that:

(1) another nurse has engaged 
in conduct subject to report-
ing; or

(2) the ability of a nursing 
student to perform the 
services of the nursing pro-
fession would be, or would 
reasonably be expected to be, 
impaired by chemical depen-
dency.

The NPA prescribes that a report by 
a nurse must be written, signed, and 

include the identity of the nurse or 
student and any additional informa-
tion required by the Board.

So, just what is conduct subject to 
reporting?  The NPA describes the 
conduct that must be reported in its 
definitions.  The definition of conduct 
subject to reporting can be found 
in NPA Section 301.401. Accord-
ing to this definition, conduct sub-
ject to reporting means conduct by 
a nurse that:

(A) violates this chapter or a 
Board rule and contributed to 
the death or serious injury of a 
patient;

(B) causes a person to suspect 
that the nurse’s practice is im-
paired by chemical dependency 
or drug or alcohol abuse;

(C) constitutes abuse, exploita-
tion, fraud, or a violation of 
professional boundaries; or

(D) indicates that the nurse lacks 
knowledge, skill, judgment, or 
conscientiousness to such an 
extent that the nurse’s continued 
practice of nursing could reason-
ably be expected to pose a risk 
of harm to a patient or another 
person, regardless of whether 
the conduct consists of a single 
incident or a pattern of behavior.

This mandatory reporting re-
quirement, or duty to report, in 
which the nurse has reasonable 
cause to suspect that anoth-
er nurse has engaged in conduct 
subject to reporting, can be met by 
either:

1.	 Reporting the nurse to the 
NPRC; or 

2.	 Reporting the nurse to the 
Board.  

Additionally, NPA Section 301.402(e)
(2) provides that if a nurse suspects 
that the ability of a nursing student 
to perform the services of the nursing 
profession would be, or would rea-
sonably be expected to be, impaired 
by chemical dependency, a nurse may 
make a report to the nursing educa-
tion program in which the student is 
enrolled as an alternative of reporting 
to the Board.

More recently, the Board has been 
asked about the duty of an employer 
to report when a nurse practicing at 
their facility is on a contract assign-
ment via a nurse staffing agency.  Spe-
cifically, the question asked has been:  
Who has the duty to report conduct 
that is subject to reporting? Is it the 
chief nurse officer within the facility, 
or the staffing agency with which the 
nurse is primarily employed?  

The NPA Section 301.405, Duty of 
Person Employing Nurse to Report, 
applies to a person who employs, 
hires, or contracts for the services of a 
nurse, including:  a health care facility 
(including but not limited to a hos-
pital, health science center, nursing 
facility, or home health agency), a 
state agency, a political subdivision, 
a nursing education program, and a 
temporary nursing service.  

This section further states that a 
person who terminates, suspends for 
more than seven days, or takes other 
substantive disciplinary action, as 
defined by the Board, against a nurse, 
or substantially equivalent action 
against a nurse who is a staffing 
agency nurse, because the nurse en-
gaged in conduct subject to reporting 
shall report in writing to the Board.  
Given this language in the NPA, it is 
both the employers at the facility and 
the nurse staffing agency who have a 
duty to report the nurse’s conduct.  

Mandatory Duty to Report:  A Refresher
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For clarity, it should be noted that 
the reporting duty under NPA Section 
301.405 applies only when an employ-
er disciplines a nurse for engaging in 
conduct subject to reporting, which is 
distinct from the mandatory reporting 
under 301.402, Nurse Duty to Report. 
In other words, while employers are 
required to report employer issued 
discipline under NPA Section 301.405, 
individual nurses have an indepen-
dent duty to report under NPA Section 
301.402 when suspecting a nurse has 
engaged in conduct subject to report-
ing.

If the employer is required to estab-
lish a NPRC, a copy of the report must 
be submitted to the NPRC so that the 
conduct can be reviewed to deter-
mine if any deficiency in care by the 
reported nurse was the result of a fac-
tor beyond the nurse’s control.  If the 
NPRC determines such a factor existed 
beyond the nurse’s control, the con-
duct must be reported to the patient 
safety committee where the reported 
conduct occurred, or in the absence 
of a patient safety committee, to the 
chief nursing officer.

Please note that any individual can re-
port a nurse to the Board at any time 
for any suspected violation of the 
NPA.  All complaints must be received 
in writing via our online Texas Com-
plaint Portal (https://txbn.boardsof-
nursing.org/complaint ), be signed 
by the complainant, and contain a 
certain prescribed minimum amount 
of information [Board Rule 213.13(a)].  
For more information about filing a 
complaint, please visit:  How to File a 
Complaint on the Board’s website. 

Board Staff develop frequently 
asked questions (FAQs) to provide 
guidance to nurses. FAQs are often 
created in response to current 
events and trends identified in in-
quiries received from stakeholders. 
The Board’s webpage displaying 
FAQs relating to the practice of ad-
vanced practice registered nurses 
(APRNs) was recently updated. 
The updates make it easier to view 
available FAQs and navigate the 
webpage. Three new FAQs, identi-
fied below, were also added to the 
webpage.

Display of Designations - Texas 
nurses at all levels of licensure 
have a responsibility to appropri-
ately display their designations 
while interacting with the public in 

a nursing role. This FAQ details the 
minimum requirements for APRNs 
to display their designation on 
their insignia and documentation.

Age Parameters and APRN Scope 
of Practice - APRNs licensed to 
provide care for certain population 
foci have a responsibility to know 
the age parameters of their scope 
of practice. The source of such 
boundaries and information associ-
ated with related scope of practice 
determinations is discussed in this 
FAQ. 

APRN Scope and Medical Certifi-
cation for Death Certificates - As 
a result of the 87th legislative 
session authority for APRNs to 
complete medical certifications for 

death certificates and fetal death 
certificates changed. The updates 
are detailed in this FAQ with rele-
vant references to statute.

When on 
the homepage click on the FAQs 
link on the far right of the banner 
near the top of the page. From the 
drop-down menu that appears, se-
lect Advanced Practice Registered 
Nurse, located at the very top of 
the menu. In addition to these 
FAQs, from the same drop-down 
menu, nurses can find FAQs relat-
ing to a variety of topics including: 
delegation, continuing nursing 
education, nursing peer review, 
nursing practice, and more.

Statistical information 

The 193 disciplinary actions reported in this Bulletin 
represent only 0.0381% of nurses who are currently licensed 
to practice in the State of Texas.   

As of December 1, 2021, 99.68% of current Registered 
Nurses, 99.35% of current Licensed Vocational Nurses, and 
99.70% of current Advanced Practice Registered Nurses 
were without discipline according to Board  records.

Abbreviations in the Notice of 
Disciplinary Action Section

The Texas Peer Assistance Program for Nurses (TPAPN) safeguards patients by providing early identification, 
support, monitoring, accountability, and advocacy to Texas nurses who have an identified substance use or 
mental health condition or related incident, so they may practice nursing safely. If you would like to learn more 
about the TPAPN program, they are offering a Lunch and Learn on June 8, 2022, for any nurse who wants to 
learn more.

The Peer Support Partner is a volunteer nurse who provides peer support, guidance, encouragement, and 
more, to nurses participating in TPAPN. Peer Support Partner Informational Sessions are currently offered 
monthly by TPAPN so you can learn more about the fundamental role of the Peer Support Partner. The next 
information sessions are scheduled for: April 19, 2022; May 24, 2022; and June 21, 2022.

In order to become a Peer Support Partner, attendance is required at a Peer Support Partner Workshop. The 
Peer Support Partner Workshop is designed to provide information about substance use disorder and mental 
health in nursing as well as information regarding peer support and is offered several times a year. The next 
dates for the Peer Support Partner Workshop are April 8, 2022, and July 15, 2022.

Current Peer Support Partners are supported in part through monthly Peer Support Partner educational 
groups. The monthly Beyond the Workshop Peer Support Partner Educational Group will be meeting on April 
21, 2022; May 26, 2022; and June 23, 2022.

The TPAPN website has more information about the program, Peer Support Partners, and registration links for 
the various education and training opportunities; please visit www.tpapn.org. A nurse with a substance use 
or mental health condition may self-report to TPAPN. A person may report a nurse to TPAPN when aware of a 
nurse with a substance use or mental health condition where the nurse has not had a nursing practice viola-
tion. The TPAPN referral form is on the TPAPN website. A nurse with a substance use or mental health condi-
tion who has committed a practice violation must be reported to the Board of Nursing.

Under the direction of the Team Leader 
for Practice and the Director of Nursing, assists in interpreting the Nursing Practice Act (NPA), rules, and other 
applicable laws to the public, prepares reports to the Board, and assists with development and/or revision of 
position statements, guidelines, interpretive statements, and internal policies and procedures related to nursing 
practice and continuing education. The Nursing Consultant for Practice also assists with conducting statewide 
Board workshops as well as development of online educational materials for online use. The Nursing Consultant 
for Practice also serves as a resource on practice‐related investigations, and may provide testimony as an expert 
witness on the NPA, Rules, Disciplinary Sanction Policies, and the minimum standard of care in relation to 
Enforcement cases before the State Office of Administrative Hearings, or in other legal proceedings where such 
consultation is needed. 

Position Requirements:  

•	 Unencumbered and current RN licensure in Texas, or eligible for licensure;

•	 Broad experience in various types of professional nursing (RN) positions with at least three years 
in patient care; and

•	 Minimum of a Bachelor of Science in Nursing (BSN) degree from a professional nursing program 
approved by the State of Texas or the state from which the school was located and actively 
enrolled in an approved or accredited Master of Science in Nursing (MSN) program and working 
towards an MSN.

2.	 BON RN Investigator V:  The RN Investigator V conducts complex (journey-level) investigative work including 
investigations of alleged violations of the Nurse Practice Act and Board rules and regulations. The RN Investigator 
also may participate in informal conferences, formal disciplinary hearings, depositions, prepare cases for 
informal conferences, and recommend case dispositions as appropriate.

Position Requirements:

•	 Current RN licensure to practice in Texas;

•	 Associate Degree in Nursing from an accredited or approved nursing program required; and

•	 Two years nursing experience or specialized training in related nursing area.
